In nearly as 
many different states of the United 
States, including Ashland College of 
Tennessess; McPherson College of 
Kansas; Plattsburg College of Miss- 
ouri of which he had ibeen presi- 
dent, and the following colleges with 
which he had been connected as a 
member of the faculty; Marysville 
Cllege. Tennessee; Mt. Modris Col- 
lege of Illinois; and other institutions 
throughout the country. 

In the earlier part of his life 
Prof. Sharp was a resident of Lan- 
caster county, and is now the oldest 
living graduate of Millersville State 
Teachers' College, which was then 
known as Millersville State Normal 
School, having graduated from that 
institution nearly 70 years ago,, in 
1860 he stated. He was then in the 
■same class with Dr. T. R. Baker, 
Prof. Sharp stated. He distinctly [re- 
calls the old institution at Millers- 
ville, as it stood in one of the most 
beautiful spots in Lancaster county. 

One of the most interesting ex- 
periences of Prof. Sharp’s life as he 
recalls his earlier days, was the 
hearing of Abjraham Lincoln’s 'Get- 
tysburg address. Standing only 
about 25 feet away from Lincoln, 
Sharp, vividly explains the entire 
event as it then transpired. 

Nearly 35,000 people were present 
at that time, which was considered 
a large audience in those days. 

The presidential salute of 21 
shots were fired as Lincoln arrived. 
Edward Everett, the silver tongued 
orator of that day, made one of the 


d(uty. A considerable part of his 
Beivice fi'om 1917 — -191‘J was spent 
on duty with the A. E. P. in France.

Elizabethtown College may well 
consider itself most fortunate in the 
selection of the new head of the Bi- 
ology Department, in succession to 
Prof. George D. Knight. An able 
Faculty, as was mentioned elsewhere, 
is he nucleus of a college’s prestige, 
and if, perchance, the Faculty of a 
College shall number among its mem- 
bers, one who is alloted space in 
America’s “Almanac de Gotha,” more 
generally known as “Who’s Who in 
Amerioa,” the thermometer of pres- 
tige takes a jump zenith-ward. So 
our College gains that point. 

Dr. Norman MacDowell Grier, Pro- 
fessor of Biology, we can give no 
better description than is given in 
that volume of the nation’s promin- 
ent people. 

Dr. Grier is a native of Pittsburgh, 
Penna, Lie was graduated from the 
University of Pittsburgh with the 
degree of B. S. in 1911; M. A. in 
1912; and received his Doctor’s de- 
gree in Philosophy in 1919. He has 
also been a graduate student at Yale 
niversity from 1912 — 14, and at the 
University of Paris in 1919. He has 
been an instructor in Physiology in 
the Central High School of St. Louis, 
Mo., 1914 — 18; Professor of Zoology 
at Hollin’s College, 1919—20; Wash-

in Dartmouth College, 1923 — 26; Pro- 
fessor and head of Department of 
Science, Dec Moines University, 1926 
— 27 ; head of Department of Science 
and Professor of Biology. West 
Chester Teachers College, 1927 — 28;

In November, 1900, Elizabethtown College formally opened its doors 
to a class of — six students! In the year of grace, 1928, the matriculating 
class alone numbered approximately twelve times that original numiber; and 
the entire enrollment of all classes, both those in regular daily attendance, 
and those who are enrolled for special residential work as well as extension 
classes, run comfortably into the early hundreds. 

The significance of this fact should not be lost. 

Is this day of enlightened civilization, of multifold opportunity for 
obtaining culture, and of nationally awakened desire on the part of the 
American people to make the most of that opportunity — -it may seem a simple 
thing to speedily build up an institution that shall rapidly absorb great 
numbers of students, and advertise its existence, in the main,, upon that fact 
alone. However, we must also recognize that, while numbers make for a 
certain amount of (recognition, they do not necessarily imply that succes.= 
is always the consequent of numbers. “In numbers there Is strength,’’ is 
true only in so far as the individual strength can be readily amalgamated 
into a strong unit capable of definitely asserting itself. Numbers alone do 
not make a college; but numbers that are in themselves strong can consoli- 
date into a whole that will be able to claim and receive legitimate recogni- 
tion in a field wherein are m;any laborers and where we cannot always de- 
pend upon the ancient Biblical assertion that “he who is last shall be first!’’ 

We shall need to look well to ourselves, and to our work, keeping 
ever in mind the outstanding fact, that the real secret of any institution, no 
matter what its age, 'class, number, or endowment, is the calibre of the pro- 
duct it sends into the work-a^day world— for the world is a harsh judge to 
him who takes for granted that by the very token of his existence, it owes 
him provender, place, and recognition. 

In France the writer Observed that the towns as a rule were built 
upon an advantageous eminence. Here dwelt the lords in feudal splendor, 
with the homes of their retainers close by. High above the surrounding 
scenes rose the chateau of the leader, or perchanne, in the larger centers, 
the stately spires of a splendid Gothic Cathedral, within whose close was 
centered the learning and culture of that domain. Truly the Cross high 
above seemed to say, from day to day, the old maxim of the Cossacks, “And 
over all is God"; and truly to these eminences, and to those who dwelt there, 
the lesser folk looked for light and guidance. 

We also dwell upon a “Hill", and who knows but that in some future 
day, this hill of Pennsylvania may be renowned for the quality of its lead- 
ership and product! 

Wherefore, we on the “Hill” have a charge to keep, a tradition ,to 
-establish, a goal to attain; so that in a future day there may be those who 
shall truly say: “I will look unto the hills, from whence cometh my strength.”

We feel ourselves to be in a congratulatory mood when reflecting upon 
the progp-ess of the College. Indeed, we shall take this opportunity to ex- 
tend ouV congratulations three w-ays: first to the Faculty who have given 
thier approval to, secondly, to the upper classmen who have capitalized on 
that approval of, and thirdly, to the infants who have quietly acquiesced in 
— The Freshman Regulations. There may have been a time, in the dim 
and distant past, when we should have held a decidedly different view of the 
proper course .to pursue when dealing with the children — especially when 
we pause to recall the feeling with which we greeted any attestation of 
auhority from those who possessed the spiritual, moral, and physical right 
to assert it: but the years have mellowed our poignant memories, and we 
really believe th,at it was for our own good, in that it aided us materially in 
finding our piace — and keeping it.

Both originate from the solid middle class, that stratum of our nation" 
3 l society which one British statesman, writing long ago in the time of the 
Confederation, characterized as the “back bone of the nation.” 

Both saw' the light of life in homes where work was of first import- 
ance, and where the question of social position and prestige w'as an unknown 
quantity. 

Both were early thrown upon their own resources, to make their way 
solely by the aid of their ow'n initiative, and both have admiraibly succeeded. 

Both were reared in a faith that by the very token of its devoutness 
had caused its adherents to suffer disgrace, degradation, persecution and 
exile because their acceptance of that faith had been stronger than the 
temptations of abjuration. 

Both had early in life known the sordidness that comes to those w'ho 
have not the good fortune to be born with a “silver spoon in their mouth”; 
and both had exiperienced the poignancy of orphanage. 

Both have made notable contributions to state and national welfare, 
and Iboth are widely experienced in the business of directing the affairs of 
men. 

But in a few outstanding things, they differ. He w-ho rose by Tam- 
many’s grace to the office of chief magistracy of a sovereign state, rose by 
a adder political, without the aid of formal education; while he who has 
risen to Republican leadership, has had. by his own sheer initiative, the 
benefit of university training, and healthy contact with the world in general 
ibi'ough the merits of training and innate capacity for leadership. 

From the Far West to the Far East, his name is known and honored. 
The stoical Chinese, the mystic Russian, the emotional Belgian, together 
with countless others, have probed the worth of his service and ability, and 
in the scales of international value, he has been weighed — and — found — ■ 
sufficient. 

It is a far cry from the Golden Gate to the Sidew'alks of New York, 
not less far than from the land of Tall Corn to the Tenements of the Metro- 
politan City’s cosmic East Side ; but the choice mainly lies with those of us 
who come between. May it be wise, and honorable. 

Each has developed a psychology, and a philosophy that has stood 
them in good stead; each has the magical equation of vibrant personality — 
the one cunning in the ways of politics. Machiavellian perchance, and the 
stamp of Falstaffin appeal; the other, quite unassuming, not the less 
shrewd, not less human — but often, oh, quite often “still waters run deepest”. 

‘Wox Populi, Vix Dei,” chants the old Latin sage; and we must con- 
strue further, between the lines, that he must be strong, ah, very strong, 
who can unflinchingly face the “fierce white light that beats upon a throne.” 


IDEALS 

W’hen, over three hundred years ago, that sturdy group of Pilgrim 
iFathets turned their backs to their native land, they sought a new home 
■where they would be free from the excruciating decrees of dictorial mon- 
larchy. And, when the repressive hand of a despotic ruler reached across 
the sea to exact tribute from these lovers of liberty, the brave patriots of 
76 arose and gallantly threw off the crushing yoke of tyrannical oppression. 
They estaiblished a government of the people, a government in which des- 
^)otic dictatorship had no place then and shall have no plate today. 

We, today, have this rich and sacred heritage from our forefathers, 
this inalienable right to elect representatives of the people to legislate for 
the people. It is our duty to keep the beauty of democracy unsullied by any 
debasing influence, to take our stand against anything that smacks of cor- 
ruption, against anything bearing even a suggestion of tainted moral founda- 
tlion, against anything which shows tendencies of even acknowledging a 
dangerous dictatorship. 

Some corruption has crept into our political system; it was present 
in the past, it is not absent in the present regime, and it will not be elimi- 
aated in the future, but it must be minimized. It is the duty of every 
(jitizen to do his part in selecting men who will not enter the political field 
with ulterior motives. It is the duty of the voters to select men who will 
not cater to a particular class, forgetting the interests of the whole people. 
It is the duty of the voters to select men who are so “big” that they will 
be above partisanship, bribery, graft, and corruption. 

“But”, the question is asked. “How can the average voter, casting his 
ballot in a national election or even in a state election, know which candi- 
dates will not stoop to these evils.” And the answer to this query can be 
neither definite nor universally true. It is very difficult to ascertain which 
candidate will best fulfill the exemplary standards set by our forefathers 
and will add to the rich heritage received from them. The problem requires 
careful study and consideration. But it is also true that if a candi(jate has 
come forth from one of the most filthy and corrupt puddles of political con- 
contamination, there is every reason to believe that he will carry with him 
in his administration the essence of the corruption r\hich has long been 
characteristic of the clique which placed him in the political lime light, a 
puppet in thier hands. And, when he has in addition, pledged allegiance to 
■■nother group whose influence could hardly be anything but detrimental to 
American ideals, and, when he expresses himself in favor of that which has 
been socialy, morally, and legally outlawed, his undesirability is doubled. 

The ideals of our forefathers, the fathers of this our glorious United 
States, dare not be imperiled. It is the sacred obligation of every one of us 
to see that they are not imperiled.

To this generation everywhere in 
the world the Eleventh Day of No- 
vember will always be a Day of 
Days. This is the tenth anniversary 
of the Armistice th. t ended the 
greatest and most terrible, the most 
hateful and the most fateful of all 
wars. In the greater nations of the 
earth it will be marked by the roar 
of ceremonial guns, by the assemb- 
ling of great crowds and among the 
more thoughtful by earnest search- 
ings of the heart.

Throughout the calendar year there come occasional days when, 
though due the meed for reverence should ever be innate in us, there comes 
a time for special manifestation of that quality as a flttting tribute to a past 
event of more than average significance to a nation. Even more urgent is 
that need when the event evokes international spontaniety for appropriate 
observance 

And ARMISTICE DAY is certainly one such day. 

When leaders, religious and civic, and military, can find the time to 
lay aside for a brief while, the work of this day, to pay reverent tribute to 
hundreds of thousands of loyal countrymen who interpreted literally the 
words of Holy Writ: “Greater love than this hath no man, that he lay down 
his life for his friends;’’ when the best they can do for those who made pos- 
sible the blessings of peace, and preserved the democracy of many peoples, 
is to show to the worid and their fellowmen some clear, concise, whole- 
hearted outward manifestation of their appreciation; it is to be thought that 
in the Halls of Learning, where we preserve and apply the past to the pre- 
sent, due share of reverence would be especially binding; and when that 
spirit of reverential appreciation is derelict in its manifestation, it can not do 
otherwise than leave an uncomfortable, resentful feeling in those of us who 
would pay tribute. 

No sane man wishes war. It has no greater enemy than those who 
have known and felt the soulless blast, and have seen it unveiled as a damnable 
holocaust. But we must also recognize that it took just such a holocaust 
that we here in America might live our lives in safety, and not be laid open 
defenseless to a foe who knew not the meaning of mercy. Whether or not 
we subscribe to the spirit of national defense, we must pay honor to those who 
“render unto Caesar the things that were Caesar’s, and unto God the things 
that were God’s.” “I have come that you may have life, and that you may 
have it more abundantly,” said the Master; let us not forget that He died 
on Calvary's Tree to insure it to us. * 

Let us not again fail, whatever our opinion or creed, to honor the 
things which make for a better world, and a better condition of the mundane 
affairs of men; and above all else, let us not forget those who died for us, 
whether good or bad: for at such a time as this, we can certainly say, incon- 
trovertibly, “De mortuis — nil nisi bonum.”

They fear we will make vessels that 
are beautiful and not useful, we 
must build sturdy rugged vessels!”

Schlosser addressed the student 
body on a most fitting subject for 
the occasion, “The Ideals of a De- 
mocracy; ’"I'he outstanding thought

On Wednesday morning, after a' 
rather detailed result of the election 
of tjlie day before. Prof. Muslck,! 
head of the Economics department,' 
gave, in his usual captivating man-j 
ner, an address on “Courtesy.” He 
referred in a most kind manner to 
many ways in which the students j 
are at times discourteous and then 
suggested several w'ays by which 
these conditions could be remedied.

causes of the recent great “land- 
slide” for Hoover? Certainly he had 
a worthy opponent a very popular 
opponent. Why then- was the Cali- 
fornia’s majority of electoral vote 
so overwhelming? How, did he ever 
manage to win that imposing list of 
southern states? And, above all, how 
did he manage to wdn New York, the 
home of Governor Smith? The ans- 
w'er may briefly be found in the fact 
that moral and religious issues rose 
above political issues and party 
loyalty. 

By the election of Herbert Hoov- 
er, the country has registered a vote 
of confidence in the Republican par- 
ty as it was led by Coolidge, and 
has expressed approval of certain 
trends in our national life to which 
the personality of the nex executive 
shall give new impetus. We shall 
enumerate a few of them briefly. 

In the first place, the nation has 
dispelled the wild ha|llucinations 
which a few of our prominent politi- 
cans entertained concerning prohibi- 
tion. They have been trying to “bull- 
doze” the people into believing that 
Prohibition is a failure, when really, 
due to poor enforcement, it has not 
been given a fair chance. Hoover 
will apply the scientific method to 
Prohibition, for he considers it an 
experiment. As such it will have a 
fair chance, for, in an exeriment all 
extraneous factors are contiollec* 
and efficient means of observing le- 
sults are employed. 

Secondy, the government shall 
not drift toward state socialism, for 
Hoover has definitely declared him- 
self to be in favor of encouraging 
individual initiative. In consequence 
he will pursue the policy of govern- 
ment regulation instead of govern- 
ment ownership of public utili- 
ties. This fact is significant, for 
there are at present potent forces 
at work which will eventually de- 
stroy the blessing of individual ini-j 
tiative. 

Thirdly, the cosmopolitan charact- 
er of our new, president will lend a 
new impetus to greater intimacy in 
international rel|ations. In former 
years he has declared himself to be 
in favor of the League. Under his 
administration it is more than likely 
that our nation shall be woven into 
a closer union with the nations of 
Europe. Pan-Americanism will prob- 
ably be put on a more comprehensive 
footing, for Hoover wdll have wis- 
dom and insight in dealing with the 
economic problems which seem to 
have been so instrumental in es- 
tranging us from our Latin-Ameri- 
can neighbors. 

, Fourthly, internal development 
will grow apace. His forty-year pro- 
ject for the development of w'ater- 
wiays will probobly be put into oper- 
ation. Since conservation has an 
interlinking relation to this project 
it will obviously be pushed with 
vigor.

This must be back- 
ed by good personal record. 

Wealth Doesn’t Count. 

Inherited wealth and social posi- 
tion do not count. Many of the na- 
tion's top income tax payers' are 
listed but this is because they are 
important in other ways. A list ofj 
28,805 persons is in the new volume, j 
This year 3,381 men and women 
made their debut among the nation’s 
elect, while 2,041 of the old names 
were eliminated by death or other 
causes.

Are 
our thoughts first of all of Him who brought “Peace on Earth, good will to 
men”? Are we seriously minded to pay honor to Him whose natal day it is, 
or are we rather materially minded — gainful and hedonistic? 

Do we count our years in the Christmasses we have known — in the 
good will shown to us and by us — in the peace we give and take — or do we 
reckon, like the Pharisees of Israel, the gain we have received, and the 
riotousness of our commemorations, and the holidays we have enjoyed be- 
cause — it was Christmas? 

We would not have you believe that the things w’e enjoy in this en- 
lightened day are wrong in the spirit we read into them. We would not 

have you think that we would deny to young or old, the pleasures of that^ 
day and season. We would not rob the heart of one little child by withhold- 
ing, in puritanical skepticism, one toy, one candle on the Christmas tree — 
one iota of the hilarity and glee of their simple childish hearts when they 
behold the gifts that good Santa has brought them; but we would enjoin thaH 
they be taught to know the truth of the First Cause of that Day; and taught 
its precepts not only in their youth, but inculcated in their manhood and 
womanhood as well. 

We need to give each year anew, the greater gift of the Man of Gali- 
lee; we need to learn to appreciate more each passing year, the birth of 
Hint who was born in a lowly manger; we need to bow the knee in true hu- 
mility and worship, as did the Magi of old. Often enough have we crucified 

Him anew on the Cross we have erected ; often enough have we mocked 
and doubted Him; little enough have we glorified and deified Him for His 
boundless goodness, and His immeasurable mercy. 

Let us have done with playing the Pharisee. Let us have done with 
the Judas — kiss of betrayal; worshiping where we feel not the truth of what 
we do; partaking of the Sacrifice where we selfishly yield not our own; 
praising the name of Him whose name we equally use to curse; planting the 
Cross on a thousand Calvary’s while we condemn to the blackest hell those 
•whose ignorance and canting hypocrisy led them to do it once, and merit 
His forgiveness withal. 

Let us come to the Christmas-tide with a real Christmas spirit, and 
give, out of the fulness of our hearts, our gifts because we want to give 
them, and because we feel, as the Shepherds of Judea felt — 

“Glory to God in the highest. 

And on earth peace, good-will toward men.”

We are in College, not in “Prep” school, and the actions of classmen 
should compare with the degree of dignity ordinarily considered to be a dis- 
tinctive part of class equipment. 

On the other hand, we hold that the insult offered to Upper Classmen ' 
should not be permitted to go unchallenged. No school which expects to 
hold its rating and dignity, can afford to countenance any such elementary 
type of brawling on the campus; and we are decidedly of the opinion that 
any further repetition of the offense should be dealt with in a summary 
manner by the proper authorities, whose duty it enjoins.

jective, a more scientific attitude to-1 
ward life and all its problems than' 
any of them have as yet learned to I 
take.- I 

Democracy is. in itself, neither the i 
ruin nor the salvation of a land; i 

I 

It IS a means, not an end. It abol-j 
ishes selfish privileges, it diffuses 
the goods of life among all, it fash-j 
ions a wider, and fuller society; but! 
then the further task begins with 
leading men on to a nobler use of the 
advantages they have obtained. | 

If the autocratic system of govern-' 
ment which is largely responsible 
for world tragedy has been tried out , 
and found wanting to the call of hu- ' , 
inanity, we must not be deceived., 
with our notion that democracy can j 
bo trusted without training or proba ' 
tion. It is a system of valuables ^ 
that must be tried and changed. I 
In the jungle ignorance, prejudice, 

' 1 

impulse, and emotions determine the 
conduct: and as long as they do not 
receive any thing better, the law of 
the jungle is the only thing by which 
they will live. i ‘ 

It was only a few hundred years 
ago that we began to try to use the . 
experimental and the objective meth- | 
od of thinking; to try to set aside 
all our prejudices and our precon- 
ceptions: to suspend our judgments . 


Yet in spite of all the 
praise he has. received, criticism, as 
is unevitably the case, has raised its 
head: Should Hoover have used a 
warship ? 

Upon first thought this question 
ce-ms rather unimportant and irre- 
I vant. What matters it what means 
Hoover chose to make the trip? Isn’t 
it after all the spirit in which he 
went and not the means by which he 
chose to go that d''cided the success 
or failur eof his trip?

THE STUDENT BODY SPEAKS 

“To be, or not to be; that is the question.” 

Years ago, when the Bard of Avon penned that famous line, we might 
by chance suppose that some weighty problem perplexed his brain, and thus 
his soliloquy found an echo in the words he puts in his player’s mouth. 

Elizabethtown College could do worse than soliloquize in a like man- 
ner; because here is a problem perplexing the powers that be; a problem 
brought upon them by the powers that are not— but aspire to— and, who 
knows, — may be. 

For a student body will be heard; sometimes in the class room, and 
occasionally outside; and in a College, the student body is decidedly not, as 
some suppose, an unknown quantity. 

Frankly, speaking for, and being a member of the student body, we 
are quite certain that our voice should be heard in its logical place, on the 
campus, in the class-room, and most of all in the College Paper, which we 
previously held to be the proper channel through which we should speak our 
mind. 

You call for the question! Here it is’ “Shall this College sanction 
and enter into. Intercollegiate Athletics?” 

Supi'ose we look at the matter candidly. These be the keen days of 
competition in all fields, whether economic, scientific or educational. We 
need to keep that uppermost in mind. With the large numbers of colleges, 
sectai-ian and nin-sectarian, whose doors open each autumn to a steadily 
increasing stream of students, the situation will, in course of time naturally 
resolve itself into a "survival of the fittest.” Many will undoubtedly flour 
ish for a time, but gradually those most outstanding will acquire a reputa- 
tion that will give them prestige and place just as the old universities have— 
and that will mean that the others, pulling like a team of ill-mated horses, 
will lose the race by reason of not keeping abreast. M e hold to the opinion 
that a College, to be abreast of the times, must be a balanced institution. 

We continually stress the point, from every angle, that in order that, 
we may increase the tenure of our lease on life, it is necessary to maintain 
physical activity. Of course that can be done by general physical training 
but mere routine' training, with no definite goal in view, and no extra outlet 
for those especially gifted in that direction, becomes after all, more or less 
drudgery. 

Intercollegiate athletics serve admirably as an outlet for such excess 
energy. 

It is all very well to have in mind that kind of college where the stu- 
dents will placidly plod along in the courses of the good old-fashioned studies; 
■stuffing themselves with the lore of the ages, and amiably shamblng along 
the shady path of academic training, to emerge on Commencement Day a 
“finished” product-^sans worldliness, sans vigor and snap, and worst of all, 
sans that undefinable. yet all important quality “College Esprit de Corps.” 
Now we would not have you think that we belittle the old-fashioned college. 
Far from it. W’e see far more merit than ridicule in Cowling of Carlton’s 
argument in its favor. But in the same breath we argue that Carlton is 
not E-town; and. vice versa. E-town is not Carlton. 

The days of a new William and Mary, a new Kenyon, a new Carlton, 
if you please, are quite different days than those that witnessed the inaugu- 
ration of such sponsored institutions; however, that does not in any sense 
imply that such a thing is impossible, and not to be thought of. An indi- 
vidual is just as big as the brain that controls him; a state is as strong as 
its subjects care to make it; and a school is just as strong and active and 
noted as its controlling power plus its students make it. 

It has been suggested that such an innovation as inter-coliegiate ath- 
letics would perhaps betray the original design of the founders of the col- 
lege; that it might possibly infiinge upon the conception that this was to be 
a college with a distinctive religious atmosphere. Frankly, we are unable 
to see it from that angle. Where in will clean, wholesome, properly coached 
and directed athletics, developed with the view that the Stamina of the Col- 
lege shall be tested out against sister institutions, detract one iota from the 
true spirit of religion? A clean mind in a clean and vigorous body, we argue, 
is decidedly more of an asset, or attribute to true religion, than a mind de- 
veloped along with a sodden, phlegmatic, lethargic body, incapable of sus- 
taining enough physical calibre to back the mind enthroned.

Everywhere in Pennsylvania, will 
flowers and plants are being destroy- 
ed in such large quantities that they 
are becoming rarer rather than more 
abundant each year. 

The arbutus, once abundant in 
large areas of Pennsylvania, has been 
entirely destroyed in many sections 
and it is only a question of a very 
short time until Pennsylvania may 
be robbed of this one of its choicest 
flowers. Those people who know 
and love arbutus- are hopeful that 
sentiment will be created that will 
I not only insure its preservation but 
! will also give Pennsylvania a greater 
i abundance of this flower, remarkable 
I for its early appearance and for its 
beauty and fragrance. 

The hillsides are being swept bare 
of mountain laurel and azalea. Thus, 
thoughtless people are making des- 
' erts of the hillsides that, in June, 

I were so beautiful with pink bloom 
I and throughout the year, brave with 
I green. As with mountain laurel and 
azalea, s o with rhododendron, flower- 
ing dog-wood, holly and the ever- 
green ferns, and many other wild 
plants. 

These flowers and plants are sub- 
ject to depredations not only from 
neople who gather the flowers, but 
f-om commerr-iall.v-ir inded men who 
dig out the plants and ship them to 
owners of large e? tates. Often ferns 
and rare plants moved frqm their 
cool, shady spots in the forest, and 
are planted in places where soil, 
light and temperature conditions are 
So vastly different that they die in 
a short time. Nurserymen who often 
uproot the last specimen of a plant 
from a certa'n spot are among those 
who help exterminate our wild plants. 
Many of our native plants close to the 
cities have been trampled under foot 
or been destroyed by the smoke and 
dust of industry. 

On account of this rapid extermin- 
ation of our plant life, we should see 
the need of arous-lng a spirit of con- 
servation in the people and the need 
I of educating them in regard to the 
I preservation of our wild flora. Some- 
;how, somewav, we must protect these 
j lovable and desirable plants if those 
who follow us are to have the plea- 
I sure of knowing them.

passing of a sigmncant muesioue. 
Graduates of the institution now 
liave no difficulty in securing certifi- 
cation to teach in the public schools 
of this Commonwealth; they are al- 
so, within recent years, admitted to 
graduate courses with full standing 
in a tew American universities. 

However, difficulties arise when our 
graduates desire to teach in other 
States, when they desire to enter uni- 
versities in which no member of the 
Faculty have been trained or when 
they desire to study law or medicine. 

The only way to obviate the diffi- 
culties afore named is to satisfy the 
standards of the Association of Col- 
leges and Preparatory Schools of the 
iddle States and Maryland and se- 
cure a place in the “white list’ . One 
of the standards to be met, and the 
only one that concerns us in this 
paper, is a library of 8000 volumes, 
excluding public documents, that sup- 
plement the courses of instruction. 
To meet this standard Elizabethtown 
lacks almost 3000 volumes. The on- 
ly possible hope of overlooking this 
shortage would be to have the col- 
lege score exceptionally strong in 
other requirements. However, be- 
cause of the importance of an ade- 
quate library in pursuing college 
courses effectively , it is a serious 
question whether this shortage could 
be overlooked. 

A college library must not only 
have the required number of volumes 
but they must also be of the proper 
type. In this respect reform is nec- 
essary and the cooperation and sup- 
port of the Faculty is kindly solicit- 
ed. Entirely too many books of an 
intjroduatory chaTiactej' have been 
added in recent years and some even 
have been accessioned this year. 
There are entirely too many books

CLEAN UP! 

“A clean body for a clean mind, 

A clean and well kept institution to harbor high ideals.” 

When the writer arrived at college last fall, he was rather disagree- 
ably surprised. Previously he had been impressed by the beauty of the well- 
kept lawns, but this year there was quite a contrast. The campus looked 
more like a hayfleld than a lawn. It looked as if the grass had not been 
mown for some time. It also seemed as if little spaces had been omitted 
here and there, which presented a very unkempt appearance. The appear- 
ance was not unlike that of a backwoodsman who hasn't had a shave and a 
haircut for some months, whose hair bristles up in little eminences here 
and there like that of a porcupine. 

Somehow that first impression clung to him all through the year up 
to the present time. Not only is the campus somewhat out of shape, but the 
buildings are in the same condition. The basement at the east end of Alpha 
(Hall is in a filthy condition. A constant supply of towels should be kep’ 
in the gentlemen’s retiring rooms. This is a "very real need, for towels make 
a spaismodic appearance about two or three times a week. The rest of the 
time there are no towels there. We presume that this is probably true of 
the ladies retiring rooms. Some of the class rooms need a general clean 
ing out. In fact, the library is about the only place which is unaffected by 
the storm of dirt. This is probably due to the skillful and not-to-be-discuss- 
ed administration of the broom to all of its little nooks and corners. We 
sincerely hope that the prorblem of administration in the Library will be 
discussed just enough to make its achievements put the mal-administration 
of the broom in the other buildings to shame. In other words, we hope that 
library cleanliness will be applied to the other buildings. 

While the students may be blamed for some of the uncleanliness, the 
root of the matter lies in the administration. Certainly the students can 
not be blamed for the first impression they got last fall and then for the gen- 
eral impression they have been getting since then, for it was that first im- 
pression which probably created the roots of later carelessness. One does 
not think of throwing waste paper into a well-kept park, but if the park ! 
once contains scrap paper some more is likely to follov,-. 

Certainly, we think that the College, which is trying to uphold high 
Christian standards, dare not neglect this problem. Cleanliness is next to 
godliness. It is the rung which precedes godliness in the ladder of eternity. 

It is the stepping stone to the attainment of Christian ideals. Just as 
Browning conceived of a wicked and lustful body as being a cage which kept 
the soul from rising to heaven, so also do we contend that this general un- 
cleanliness will keep the college from the full realization of its ideals.

On Friday, April 19th, Elizabeth- 
town College was privileged to enter- 
tain Professor Percival Hunt and Pro- 
fessor L. P. Sieg, both from the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, the former be- 
ing Head of the English Department, 
and the latter. Dean of the College 
and graduate school. These men are 
making a tour in the interest of the 
University of Pittsburgh, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the scholastic 
standards of the colleges they visit. 
If their rating is satisfactory, the 
graduates of these colleges a.-e ac- 
cepted with full credit when chey 
wish to enter the University of Pitts- 
burgh for further work. 

We sincerely hope that in the re- 
port to their committee, these repre- 
sentatives will recommend Elizabeth- 
town for the list of accredited colleg- 
es. We have similar accreditment 
from Columbia University and from 
the University of Pennsylvania, and 
have credit pending with the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction in the 
State of New York. 

Professor Sieg inspected the Gibble 
Science Hall, and Professor Hunt 
visited the other buildings and the 
library.

Contest Held 

ESHELMAN WINS 

On Friday, April 19th, the Peace 
Oratorical Contest sponsored by the 
Welfare Board of the Church of the 
Brethren in all of its colleges was 
held in Chapel.

Present “Belshazzar’’ 

The opening of the new Student- 
Alumni Gymnasium-Auditorium will 
find its first real celebration on Fri- 
day night, April 26th, when the 
Chorus Class of the College will rend- 
er the three-act dramatic cantata 
“Belshazzar”. 

“Belshazzar”, a composition by J. 
A. Butterfield, contains possibly more 
drama than was found in any cantata 
heretofore presented at the school. 
The first act shows us the Jews in 
their Babylonian captivity, mourning 
bitterly the cruel fate that separates . 
them from their beloved country, but : 
still hoping that the God whom they | 
have dishonored again and again will 
once more grant forgiveness and re- 
lease. In Act II, we see their bold 
strike for freedom under the leader- 
ship of Zerubbabel, governor of the 
Jews, who has procured the aid of 
the pow'erful King of Persia. 

The last Act discloses a scene of 
great feasting and revelry in the ben- 
queting hall of the Babylonian king, 
B Ishazzar. The red wine is flowing 
freely, the night is passing in mirth, 
when suddenly the mysterious writ- 
ing on the wall converts the scene 
from that of gayety to one of dread 
and horror. The incantations of the 
Ma.gi fail to wrest the meaning from 
the awful words. Prayers rise to the 
great god Bel! As a last hope, 
Daniel is summoned by the desperate 
king, and he foretells the coming 
ruin of the Babylonian Empire. At 
this point, the hosts of Cyrus fight 
•their way into the palace and the 
final chorus pours forth at one time 
the triumph of the victors and the 
desolation of the conquered. 

The titl ' role of the cantata is 
sung by Galen Kiihefner. Paul Esh- 
elman takes the part of Zerubbabel, 
governor of the Jews. The contralto 
role of Shelomith. Zerubbabel’s wife, 
is beautifully sung by Mrs. Daniel E. 
Myers. The Jewish Princess is Floy 
Schlosser. Elias Brightbill leads 
the troops as Cyrus, King of Persia. 
The brilliant part of Nitoris, mother 
of the Babylonian King, Belshazzar, 
is sung by May Strayer. Nitrocis 
alone of all the empire, has resisted 
the tide of abandon that has swept

□ r. Henry H. Crane To Speak 

Dr. Henry H. Crane, nephew of 
Frank Crane, wll be the main speak- 
er at the Annual Y. M. C. A. Spring 
Officer’s Training Conference of 
Eastern Pennsylvania, to be held on 
the Gettysburg College Campus, Get- 
tysburg, on May 3, 4, 5, 1929. 

This Conference is primarily for 
the inirpose of training the newly 
elected officers and committee heads 
in the working of the Y. M. C. A., 
that th«y may be more efficient, cap- 
able, influential men to administer 
the duties of the office to which they 
have been elected. Also, that their 
own life may be enriched by the fel- 
lowship with men who have seen the 
vision, are living the life of consecra- 
tion, and are losing themselves in 
Christlike service for the Master. 

Dr. Crane, who was formerly from 
Boston, is one of the strongest speak- 
ers in Pennsylvania. He was born 
at Danville, Illinois, and is now about 
45 years of age. He graduated from 
Wesleyan in 1913, has taken work at 
Boston School of Theology and some 
graduate work at Harvard. While 
in college he was a member of the 
All-American Basketball team, played 
on the tennis team, was manager of 
the Football team, a leader of the 
Glee Club, and also was active in Col- 
lege dramatics. At present he is 
pastor of the Elm Park M. E. Church 
at Scranton, Pennsylvania. He is a 
wonderful Christian Reader full of pep, 
ve’’y original in bis delivery, and any 
student or professor will be highly 
benefited for hearing him. 

The tentative program, in brief, for

This paper must be discontinued when subscription expires. In compli- 
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How' often this question has been 
discussed prior to this year, the writ- 
er is unable to say but if the present 
policy has been the same before this 
year, then it certainly has not re- 
ceived its just amount of discussion, 
A policy may have many advant- 
ages and it is to be supposedly un- 
derstood that our policy is exception- 
al in this ■way. Our library has many 
fine advantages, there is no doubt of 
that, but then there is the other side 
to be considered; what about the 
disadvantages that could he remedied 
if the hierarchy would have them 
remedied or Improved. 

One disadvantage of our policy that 
has caused much comment from time 
to time is. “why do we students have 
only a limited access to the library?” 
Our library is open only three 
hours a week after five P. M. How 
much work can the average student 
do in one hour? Not very much. 
There are several reasons for this. 
There is someone continually going 
in and out of the rooms and this is 
very distracting to say the least, de- 
spite the large posters wdiich are 
tacked near each door. Then several 
students may want the same book at 
the same time. If there is a twenty 
page assignment (which is not un- 
usual) and there are only one or two 
books, three at the most, and a 
class of ten or twelve students, how 
can those students who were unable 
to read the assignment be held re- 
sponsible? Rut that is the very situ- 
ation and the thing that is being done. 
And we must remember that not only 
one teacher assigns library work, 
but three and four,

Dr. Grier indicated that the things 
men live by are really the things we 
think of when we say: “You can’t 
change human nature.” In such a 
saying we have a real basis of hope 
for both constructive Christianity 
and experimental education, peculiar- 
ly the field of the denominational 
college, for it means that regardless 
of clothes, vocabulary, color, langu- 
age, etc., we all need and desire the 
same fundamental things in life and 
possess the same basic character- 
istics. Dr. Grier then enumerated 
the characteristics of human nature 
which seem to possess the most con- 
structive force and which should Ij 
conosciously nurtured. These are (1) 
desire for one’s life and safety, (2) 
love of family. (3) the creative or 
self expressive impulse, (4) the d'csire 
to possess, (5) curiosity, (6) desire 
for association, (7) desire tor ap 
proval, (8) desire for justice, (9) love 
of beauty — “a knowledge of the best 
that has been thought and said in the 
world,” (19) love of goodness. Dr. 
Grier then explained that the human 
personality was the expression of all 
of these in interaction with the en- 
vironment. the individual with others 
in it. He concluded with Aristotle’s 
characterization of happiness as “An 
activity of the soul in the direction of 
excellence in an unhampered life;” 
it following that all shall be happy 
in proportion to their realization of 
the things by which men iive. 

Dr. H. K. Ober has been with us 
in two Friday morning Chapel ser- 
vices since the Times last appeared. ■ 
On the first of these visits be brot 
an inspiring message from Luke 14, 
“Life”. Dr. Ober said, “is a process 
of adjusting, and your success in it 
is determined by your degree of ad- 
justment. Great lives arc made from 
what one finds imperfect. There is 
little room for excuses.” 

Prof. T. K. Musick recently spoke 
in our Chapel services upon the sub- 
ject of “The Importance of Vision.” 
To so live that one may vision the 
future in the light of present and 
continuous usage of one’s better con- 
cepts, was the main thread of the 
Professor’s theme.

Such a question is, how- 
ever, not plausible when considering 
track, because there is enough “in 
it”, if you are able and willing to get 
it out. If you see no personal ad- 
vantages which Can hardly be over- 
looked, then you should have enough 
College spirit to help your institution 
fight for a commanding position. 

Others excuse themselves on the 
grounds that the work is too strenu- 
ous and the sacrifice is too great. 
They do not wish to sacrifice a little 
along the line of food and pleasure 
to build up for themselves a health- 
ier and stronger body. For that is, 
in reality, the best return of track 
work. If you expect to acquire all 
your desires without sacrifice and 
work, then you should not aim at 
* flying very high. It is only the bird 
that uses its wings to the utmost 
that is able to fly high. Use your 
strength, and you may he able to fly 
high and at the same time bring hon- 
ors to your institution, for athletic 
ability plays a very important part 
in rating an institution.

Do not allow your talents lo 
be wasted. You can not rock your- 
self to sleep on your chair of indiffer- 
ence, and then console yourself for 
having done your part. Prove that 
opporunities were made for you and 
not you for opportunities. Give to 
your School the best you have and ^ 
the best will come back to you. i

The Faith Healer represents the 
drama of revolt, in which the protest 
of the individual is made against the 
controlling power of social law and 
custom. Only as long as the Faith 
Healer has confidence in himself and 
in the purity of his life, only so far 
does his power survive the ever- pres- 
ent disbelief of the world. 

This play is noted for its signific- 
ance rather than its popularity. The 
situation is dramatic and the hand- 
ling convincing, while the native 
quality of the play is very apparent.

Though the duty at all 
times has been arduous, and at times 
oneous, 1 should like never the less, 
to express my sincere appreciation to 
those who so faithfully supported me 
in its make-up, as well as in deter- 
mining its policies. However, it 
seems to me that 1 should give some 
expression to my reactions, especial- 
ly as I was enabled to see them thru- 
out the year, with regard to its future 
conduct and personnel. 

The Times should by all means be 
an honor post. The work connected 
with it should be done by those best 
fitted and equipped for its particular 
duties. It is manifestly unfair and 
unreasonable to leave the choice of 
Editor solely to the choice of the 
student body, who may elect anyone 
they wish, without due regard to 
qualifications and line of work pur- 
sued. The student body cannot be 
expected to know what must be done, 
or what persons, by hit and miss 
methods are able to do it. The Board 
of Control should select the best can- 
didates available, not more than 
two, likewise the candidates for Busi- 
ness Manager and Advertsing Manag- 
er, and submit those names to the 
Student Body as an electorate. There 
the elections should end. All other 
officers and members of the Staff 
should be appointed by the Editor, 
their tenure to be at his or her dis- 
cretion. 

It is patently evident that report- 
ers should be persons able to write, 
and write intelligently and to the 
point No editor should be expected 
to act as a teacher, going over papers 
in order to correct spelling and punc- 
tuation, and instructing in the line of 
rhetoric and leads. The Editor may 
be training to teach, but that is no 
excuse for expecting such childish 
duties of him in a College. 

Naturally, the English department 
is the Editor’s hunting ground for 
aids. .In conjunction with the head of 
that department, he should select 
those whose ability and style qualify 
them for press work. It will be their 
duty to report clearly and concisely, 
his to administrate and assgn. 

It is just as vitally necessary that 
the Associate Editor should be aptly 
qualified. The Staff should be a 
training and proving ground for the 
future as well as the present. It is 
the height of folly to be changing 
the staff each semester, vrhen those 
who have served have just begu.a to 
fit well and do good work. Having 
proved their worth and ability, they 
should be retained. 

Finally, credit should be establish- 
ed and maintained, 'n order that 
those responsible for the paper shall 
know exactly and unequivocally what 
to expect. No work is done well or 
willingly, when the remunerative 
outcome is shrouded in darkness and 
indecision. Ideals and idealistic slap 
trap sound well, but thorough going 
business has no use for undetermined 
factors.

Dr. Jones has held his present po- 
sition of Professor of Philosophy 
since 1904. He is a scholar of first 
rank, having studied at Harvard, 
Heidelberg, Oxford and Marburg Uni- 
versities. His travel has been very I 
extensive including repeated tours 
through Europe and Asia. He has 
not only lectured in this country but 
Europe as well. Following the close 
of the World War he achieved inter- 
national prominence as Chairman of 
the American Service Commission 
for European Reconstruction. 

As an educator Dr. Jones has been 
active not only as a teacher and lec- 
turer but also as an adminisrator. 
Since 1915 he has been president of 
the Board of Trustees of Bryn Mawr 
College. 

In current religious literature he 
is a notable figure. He is possibly 
the best voice in the realm of 
Quakerdum, being editor of a num- ' 
ber of periodicals representing the 
Society of Friends. He is widely read 
as the author of a number of reli- 
gious books. Probably the three 
most outstanding of his works are 
“Studies in Mystical Religion,” 
“Spiritual Reformers,” and the 
“World Within.” “Studies in Mystic- 
al Religion” portrays very interest- 
ingly his ideas as champion of mysti- 
cism in religion.

Amid all the criticism of American 
education this can be said in its 
favor that the American student has 
a wholesome respect for the effort 
and concentration necessary to attain 
knowledge. He still has a magical 
faith, it is true, in the sporadic exer- 
cise of this effort and concentration. 
He may not yet have learned how to 
learn. But as he bumps his head 
against the gates of knowledge he 
begins to appreciate that they are 
heavy and the hinges are rusty and 
can only open slowly in response to 
exertion. 

The second effect of college on tthe 
student’s mind is genuine admiration 
for the scholar who can make his 
subject live. The genuine teachers 
In the schools and colleges of the 
United States have probably more 
enthusiastic friends than any other 
class of people in the country. This 
is true not merely in the case of 
their star students, hut also of their 
very ordinary scholars 

The third result of college on the 
student’s mind is a great distaste for 
the parade of scholarship. If you 
know anything you are at liberty to 
use it if you can, but do not talk 
about it. This reticence is carried 
almost to a fault. . . Yet it should 

not deceive you into thinking that 
the substance of real knowledge is 
despised. It is only the pretentious 
parade they dislike. 

The fourth effect of college is that 
most students lose the power of medi- 
tation. They are so used to skim- 
ming through their assigned reading 
that they never can pause long 
enough to make its full assault on 
their minds.

As a boy Joseph C. Johnson went 
to school in a one room school house 
known as the Hickory Tree School. 
This school house stood at the south 
east corner of the famous Van Beb- 
bers tract. He attended for a short 
time Freeland Seminary, now Ursinus 
College. He educated himself by 
reading over a wide range. He in- 
hrited property from his father and 
traded somewhat in farm products, 
fertilizers, and real estate. 

He dwelt apart and took an inter- 
est in learning but not in persons. 
He was shy and dogmatic. As a young 
man he was a Sunday School teach- 
er and wrote considerable poetry but 
later destroyed it all. 

He became a close student of sci- 
ence, evolution, and psychology. Al- 
though he knew many systems of 
learning he favored none especially, 
except the bio chemical theory of 
psychology. 

For his health he dwelt a time in 
Florida, in Arizona, and in California. 
He cared little for mountain scenery 
but delighted in verdure, preferrong 
Pennsylvania to any staee he ever 
visited. 

For the details of his life the writ- 
er is indebted to Dr. Ralph L. John- 
son. of the faculty of Girard College,

The true worth of art in the life of 
a single individual has never yet 
been fully recognized, nor has art 
ever been given its rightful place in 
the swerve of world history. The 
amount of physical, mental, moral 
and religious good brought about in 
this world by the influence of the 
fine arts is beyond comprehension, 
and it is entirely up to us as educat- 
ed people to be fair enough to give 
the credit to the proper source. The 
particular art to be considered at 
present is music, and we shall soon 
see why it is the greatest of all and 
extends the widest ethical influence 
over all humanity. 

Let us think first of the origin jf 
music. We need only to pick up the 
Bible and in the fourth chapter of 
Genesis, the Invention of music is re- 
corded. Is the creation or origin of 
any other art recorded therein? Wo 
must answer negatively. Some peo- 
ple say that music is merely a play- 
thing, merely an amusemen, and 
merely a means to arouse pleasant 
emotions. But if it has no higher 
Mission than this why does the Book 
of God mention its origin and use it 
on many important occasions? Even 
the birth of Christ was proclaimed 
by that grand and holy angelic choir 
When we became Christians, we 
accepted the fact that nothing is 
contained in Holy Writ that is not 
of importance to man. Thus, when 
we come across the many allusions 
to music on the sacred pages, we 
conclude that there is a close con- 
nection between religion and music; 
and in its relations to religion, music 
attains its highest meaning. 

That the power of music was early 
felt and appreciated, is evident from 
the fact that David played before Saul 
to drive away the evil spirit. This 
instance shows that what Imther 
said is true, namely, that the devil 
hates music. Now we may ask, “Why 
was music used to drive away the 
evil spirit? Why were not prayers, 
exhortations and incantations used 
in order to accomplish this work of 
mercy? The Germans say that where 
folks sing, there you may safely rest 
for bad people have no songs.
